Tse Prospectus of the following publi 
eation, containing as it does, the sentiments of 
the conductors on the nature of a_ periodical 
miscellany, and a scheme of the design which 
they intend to pursue, will serve as a Preface, 
and is indeed only another name for those address- 
es generally prefixed to Books. 


** He who first tempted the ocean, says Ho 
race, and trusted a frail vessel to the waves, must 
have had a heart cased in Brass.” Still more in- 
trepid must be the man who launches a bark into 
a tempestuous sea, already strewed with wrecks. 
Such is the prospect before the conductors of 
THE PANORAMA. All attempts to maintain a 
Monthly periodical production in Ireland have 
proved unsuccessful, and yet the public are be- 
coming every day more attached to Literary Pur- 
suits. The natural inference, therefore, seems 
to be, that such productions are not supported 
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with the spirit, or distinguished by the original: 
tv, which would render them attractive. They 
have indeed almost entircly been compiled fron 
the London Magazines, and want, of course, 
that locality and domestic character, which give a 


zest to Publications of this nature. 


The Conductors of THE PANORAMA, will pur- 
sue a different plan. They reject all selection? 
whatever from any similar work, and they pledge 
themselves never io reprint Essays which have ap- 
peared in any other production. A short sketch of 
their design may be necessary, because it is usual 
on these occasions; but they purposely avoid a de- 
tail of declarations, or a boast of literary ability.— 
The Book is now published, and though re- 
ference may be made to the promises of the Spon- 
sors, upon its own merits will it be tried, and by 
those only must its fate be decided. 


In each number there will be given a Print of 
some celebrated character, engraved. by the first 
Artist in Ireland, which will be accompanied by 
a Biographical memoir, writer in Dublin, as will 
he manifest from the allusions in the course of the 
work, 

The miscellaneous part. will be various, and 
comprise general topics of literature, with occa- 
sional outlines of the state of: manners and society 
in Dublin. 
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ere will be given regularly a Review of such 
Books as pertain to Ireland, and such other pyro- 
ductions as possess interest, or as are likely to ac- 


quire pupularity. 
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A series of letters upon Ireland and Trish Histo- 
ry, written by a native of Evgland, will be pub- 
lished in the first Numbers of the Miscellany. 

Aware of the quality of the verses which gene- 
rally appear in Magazine Sy the Conductors deem 
it incumbent on tiem to premise that such poetry 
as may be Published in the THE PANORAMA, will 


aspire to a very different character. 


In an age in which every man is a Politician, 
and in which almost every Book, upon whatever 
subject, is tinctured with politics, it may be ex- 
yedient to mention, that such views of Public af-

fairs as shall be presented in THE PANORAMA, will 
be dictated by a sense of Public duty, and writ-
